BANBURY'S youth service hub is hoping 
to reach out to as many people as possi¬ 
ble this year. 

The Early Intervention Hub, in Hilton 
Road, is holding an open day to get as many 
of the town's unemployed youth back into 
education or work. 

On Saturday, it will be throwing open its 
doors to show just what's available to 


Banbury's youngsters. Community hub 
worker Janet Cullimore is organising the 
event. 

She said: "We would really like to 
encourage people from other cultures to 
come into the hub. 

"At the moment we are very white British 
and it is about breaking some of those bar¬ 
riers and making people from other cultures 
welcome." 

Despite this, the first four months of the 
hub's existence have been a success.

Its Junior Youth Club, which is for chil¬ 
dren aged between eight and 13, has been 
so successful it had to be split into two 
groups. 

Ms Cullimore said: "We have had so 
many people through the door. 

"But it is a much needed service in 
Banbury. 

"We all know that numbers of young 
people not in education, employment or 
training are high and we are working hard 
to try to decrease this." 

The day will feature live music, a multi¬ 
cultural lunch and a dance demonstration 
as well as a climbing wall. 

Opened last September, the brand new 
centre cost around £3m and includes an art 
room, a recording studio and a gym. 

It was built with the intention of giving 
Banbury's youngsters easy access to infor¬ 
mation about activities, services and sup¬ 
port. 

Louise Chapman, the county council's 
cabinet member for children and young 
people, said: "This facility is a real gem for 
people in Banbury. It is brand new and I 
would encourage local people to pop along 
and join in on Saturday to see it for them¬ 
selves. 

"I can promise that visitors will be as 
impressed with what has been created as I 
was on my first visit. 

"Long may the Banbury hub provide a 
focal point for the young people of 
Banbury."

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David Cameron's stepfather-in-law joins the growing protest 


Drawing battle 


lines over HS2 


Viscount Astor

CAMPAIGNERS will hold a new public 
meeting to continue their fight against 
the planned HS2 high-speed railway line 
as David Cameron's stepfather-in-law 
condemned the £32.7bn scheme. 

Transport secretary Justine Greening recently 
confirmed that the HS2 link, between London 
and Birmingham, had got the go-ahead. 

But as the dust starts to settle, the 
Government faces mounting opposition from 
residents and councils along the planned route, 
which skirts villages in North Oxfordshire 
including Finmere and Mixbury. 

Campaigners are set to stage a public meet¬ 
ing and 51M, a group of local authorities, will 
decide within weeks whether or not to mount a 
legal challenge. 

But more publicly damaging for the 
Government was the criticism of the scheme in 
The Spectator magazine by Viscount Astor, a 
Conservative peer and stepfather of the Prime 
Minister's wife, Samantha. 

He said the plan was backed largely by 
"northern Labour MPs who relish the thought of 
the beauty of the Chilterns being destroyed". 


He said the need for the £32.7bn scheme 
could be bypassed by modern communica¬ 
tions. 

Viscount Astor, whose family estate is 
Oxfordshire's Ginge Manor, said: "There is a 
perfectly viable alternative, that would be 
much cheaper and faster to take effect, without 
destroying a whole swathe of countryside, ruin¬ 
ing the lives of thousands. 

"Have they not heard of Skype and the 
Internet?" 

He urged Ms Greening to compare HS2 with 
cheaper options, and to spend the savings on 
other transport needs. 

Two campaign groups have also criticised 
Ms Greening after she refused repeated 
requests to meet them and discuss their con¬ 
cerns. 

Bernie Douglas, chairman of Villages of 
Oxfordshire Opposed to HS2 (VoxOpp), said 
the group had asked her for a meeting several 
times but were refused. 

Asked if the fight was over, he said: 
"Absolutely not." 

He said the group was in talks with Banbury 
MP Tony Baldry over its next step and would 
hold a public meeting soon. 

Campaign group 51M, made up of 18 coun¬ 
cils from along the route, said it was also 


refused a meeting with Ms Greening. 

Chairman Martin Tett, who is also the leader 
of Buckinghamshire County Council, said the 
group would meet soon and decide whether to 
press ahead with seeking a judicial review. 

He said: "We could just decide that's it - but 
that's very unlikely. Or we could decide to pur¬ 
sue a legal challenge if we are advised that's 
appropriate. 

"In addition, we will carry on campaigning 
because there's so much wrong with this proj¬ 
ect." 

There is a pot of cash for a fighting fund, in 
the region of £1 m, contributed by the councils, 
including £50,000 from Cherwell District 
Council. Oxfordshire County Council is an 
associate member but has not contributed any 
cash to the fund. 

A DfT spokesman said the Government 
spoke to almost 30,000 people during a series 
of public events along the route during the con¬ 
sultation. 

He said: "A new high-speed rail network will 
provide Britain with the additional train seats, 
connections and speed to stay ahead of the 
congestion challenge and help create jobs, 
growth and prosperity for the entire country. 

"It is not a decision we have taken lightly or 
without great consideration."

Developers 


in race for 


homes quota

TWO controversial homes plans for 
Middleton Cheney are to go head-to- 
head in the coming months. 

Developers are proposing 54 homes in 
Main Road and up to 75 in Waters Lane. 

Council planners have said they will allow 
153 new homes and 79 have already been 
approved in Banbury Lane. 

The two plans are now vying to make up 
the shortfall. 

An outline planning application has been 
put in for Main Road by KB Benfield Group 
Holdings after one for 133 homes was 
rejected in 2010. 

South Northamptonshire District Council 
threw out the larger plan and this was upheld 
on appeal. 

Inspector Malcolm Rivett said it would 
have had "damaging and permanent effects 
on the character of the open countryside". 

The developer has told the council the re¬ 
submitted plan is "high quality" and "well 
related" to the area. 

David Wilson homes said its Waters Lane 
plan "offers the best opportunity to deliver 
the remaining shortfall". 

It said residents had raised concerns about 
the impact of extra traffic, particularly the 
junction of Waters Lane and Main Road and 
Waters Lane and the B4525. 

There were also concerns about flooding 
and drainage, the impact on schools and 
parking. 

The firm backed a suggestion of a single 
access point and said it would give cash for 
extra school places and flood risks would be 
assessed. 

It also said it would seek more than the 1.5 


parking spaces per home set by planners "to 
reflect the edge-of-village context of the 
site". 

It said it would submit an outline planning 
application by April 2012 and would start 
work "as soon as possible" if approved. 

Middleton Cheney Community Primary 
School headteacher Philip Percival said the 
school could take about 400 pupils and had 
338 on its roll. 

Space was available for extra classrooms, 
he said, adding: "We are a village school and 
we will provide an education for people who 
come to the village." 

The council has already given outline 
permission for 79 homes at Banbury Lane. 

Middleton Cheney Parish Council 
chairman Paul Browne said: "It is inevitable 
that Middleton Cheney is going to have to 
take extra housing." 

But the right mix of homes was needed. 

He said: "Personally, I wouldn't like to see 
any more in the village."

People were so 
generous and it had really great 
atmosphere." 

The event had a speed dating 


theme, with people asked to match 
up cheeses and wines and create 
dating profiles for their creations. 

Tory Bramwell, 39, of Kingham, 
said: "Three of my four children are at 
the school, so we were obviously 
there to support the school - but it 
was great fun as well. 

"The money is going directly to a 
part-time music teacher who runs 
choirs and does school productions, 
which is a great extra for the 
children." 

Christopher Kubale, 63, of 
Bledington, said: "One learnt a great 
deal and Juliet was amazing. 

"These are austere times and if you 
can help raise money and give people 
pleasure at the same time I am all for 
it."

Local gift-shop 
jobs are lost 

■ THE Oxfordshire branches of 
retro-themed gift retailer Past Times 
have closed with the loss of about 
30 jobs. 

The store in Banbury was among 
47 to be axed by the firm out of 98 
nationwide - leading to a total of 
400 redundancies. 

But the jobs of 50 staff at the 
company's HQ on Witney's 
Windrush Industrial Estate are safe 
for now after bosses successfully 
applied for a ten-day extension to a 
notice to appoint administrators 
while talks continue with potential 
buyers. 

Reprieve for 
Millets workers 

■ A LOCAL shop, part of the 
Black's Leisure group, has been 
saved after the chain was taken out 
of administration by sportswear firm 
JD Sports Fashion. 

It paid £20m for 290 outlets, 
including the Millets camping store 
in Banbury. 

However, the High Street, 
Banbury branch of lingerie chain La 
Senza has now closed, with the 
loss of seven jobs, after the business 
was taken into administration. 

Administrator KPMG said it was 
among 84 stores and 18 
concessions to be axed, resulting in 
more than half of the 1,300 
workers losing their jobs. 


■ Printing firm struggles to make savings of £2m to stay afloat 

Company asks for a cut 
in wages by 20 per cent

HUNDREDS of staff at one of 
North Oxfordshire's biggest 
employers have been asked to 
take a pay cut of up to 20 per 
cent. 

Giant printing firm BGP said it 
had made the unusual move to 
make about £2m worth of savings 
as it battled the recession. 

The company employs about 550 
staff at three sites, one in Banbury, 
as well as Bicester and 
Buckingham. 

Last week, chairman David 
Holland said that consultation work 
had now started with staff. 

He said: "We have asked every¬ 
body to take between ten to 20 per 
cent pay reduction across the 
board. That's everybody. 

"We're obviously doing this with 
sadness. 

"It's not the kind of thing staff 
jump up and down with a balloon 
about." 

The employees are not being 


asked to reduce their hours and 
there are currently no plans for 
redundancy. 

Mr Holland said the company - 
founded in 1973 under the name 
Goodhead Press - had made losses 
of £70m over the past five years, 
triggered by the loss of its contract 
to print the BT Phone Book, after a 
deal was instead struck with a rival 
Spanish company in 2006. 

At one point the company was 
making yearly losses of £18m, 
although last year that was reduced 
to £3.5m. 

One worker told the Banbury 
Cake that the situation was an 
extremely worrying time. 

She said: "We are all feeling very 
low and annoyed about it. 

"We are being asked to do the 
same, or more, for less. 

"The conditions here have got 
progressively worse over the last 
year, and now this. None of us 
know what to do." 

Mr Holland, who has already vol¬ 
unteered to take the pay cut, added 
that the average BGP worker gets a 
salary of about £32,000 a year. 


An employee committee is being 
formed to consult on the proposals 
and determine the percentage of the 
pay cut. There will then be a secret 
ballot of all staff to determine 
whether employees are willing to 
accept the cut. 

If they are not, Mr Holland said 
there was "'no Plan B" alternative at 
the moment. 

Nigel Wild, president of 
Oxfordshire Chamber of 
Commerce, said the move was not 
unheard of, but he did not know of 
anywhere else in the county that 
had asked staff to take such a signif¬ 
icant cut. 

He said: "It tends to be the more 
responsible companies which do 
this sort of thing. It's seen as better 
than making redundancies. 

Generally, staff do go for it as they 
work on the basis that 50 per cent of 
nothing is nothing. 

"I think we could see more of this 
in the coming six months." 

The company was last year listed 
as the 22nd largest employer in the 
county.

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Incinerator 
protest 
group to 
disband 


A CAMPAIGN group that was 
set up to fight plans for a giant 
£100m incinerator in North 
Oxfordshire is to disband. 

Ardley Against the 
Incinerator (AAI) spent three 
years opposing an Oxfordshire 
County Council plan to build 
an incinerator that would burn 
up to 300,000 of non-recycla- 
ble waste a year. 

But in November last year 
the group lost a final legal bid 
at the Royal Courts of Justice, 
London. 

Core members of the group 
will now have to pick up the 
final bill for legal expenses, 
about £7,000. AAI spent a total 
of £57,000 on its legal case 
alone. 

Chairman Jon O'Neill said: 
"The final step in the legal 
challenge was expedited and 
did not allow time for funds to 
be raised to cover it. Ardley 
Against Incinerator would like 
to use this opportunity to pub¬ 
licly thank all those that have 
supported us — not just from 
Oxfordshire, but across the 
whole of the UK." 

He said during its three-year 
campaign residents had been 
labelled "Nimbys" and the 
county council accused the 
group's actions of costing it up 
to an extra £18m because of 
delays. 


Cash injection comes as part of the London Olympics legacy 


£24m boost for sports 


at schools

PUPILS across North Oxfordshire 
are set to benefit from an extra 
£24m which will be pumped into 
school sports as part of the 
London Olympic legacy. 

The move will guarantee the North 
Oxfordshire Schools Sports Partnership 
will run until 2015. 

The partnership, which encompasses 
schools in Banbury, as well as Bicester 
and Kidlington, faced closure after the 
Government announced it planned to 
scrap £162m of national funding. 

But the initiative, which was set up 
to pool resources between primary, 
secondary and specialist state schools 
to increase sporting opportunities, was 
given a two-year reprieve after funding 
was found to allow it to run until 2013. 

Now cash injections of £10m from 
supermarket Sainsbury's, £14m by the 
Department of Health and £8m from 
Sport England will extend funding for 
school sports organisers up to 2015. 

Sainsbury's cash will be used to sup¬ 
port a new School Games Competition 
over the next four years, while the rest 
of the money will fund the school 
games organisers. 

North Oxfordshire partnership man¬ 


ager Carl Hamilton said: "The 
announcement is great news for us in 
North Oxfordshire, where even in the 
darkest days of last year's comprehen¬ 
sive spending review cuts, we refused 
to accept that the fantastic transforma¬ 
tion in local PE and school sport would 
come to an end. 

"With the tremendous support of our 
schools and key local partners, we 
have continued to provide challenging 
and exciting opportunities for all our 
youngsters, aimed at inspiring more of 
them to take part in healthier and 
active lifestyles. 

"This additional funding, which 
extends our programme until at least 
2015, will allow us to impact on thou¬ 
sands more local young people, mak¬ 
ing physical activity part of their every¬ 
day lives." 

The North Oxfordshire School Sport 
Partnership oversees 18,500 children in 
56 schools, and runs teacher training, 
sports activities and competitions for 
youngsters aged five to 19. 

Secretary of State for Culture, 
Olympics, Media and Sport, Jeremy 
Hunt, said: "We are absolutely deter¬ 
mined to leave a real and lasting lega¬ 
cy for young people from London's 
Olympic and Paralympic Games, and 
the Sainsbury's School Games will help 
do just that."

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■ Mistake will mean a loss of benefits 


Counting cost 
of a civic error 


By Damian Fantato 


CHERWELL District Council 
is "likely" to lose an estimated 
£200,000 after a series of 
errors in administering bene¬ 
fits. 

A report from the Audit 
Commission, which inspects the 
efficiency of local government, 
highlights the number of mistakes 
made in calculating benefits. 

Since these errors take the dis¬ 
trict council over "the threshold 
for local authority error" the 
report says the council "will lose 
subsidy" as a result. 

Andrew Beere, who sits on the 
council's accounts, audit and risk 
committee, said: "At the meeting 
we were told by an officer the 
council could lose more than 
£ 200 , 000 . 

"At a time when the council is 
already making cuts in services, 
these failings mean Cherwell 
could have to find another 
£ 200 , 000 . 

"There is bound to be an 


impact on how the council funds 
some of its services." 

Housing benefit and council 
tax benefit are paid for by the 
Government, which will only 
cover losses up to a certain 
amount. 

Since these losses go over that 
threshold the council must make 
up the gap itself. 

In the report's summary, the 
mistakes were listed as including 
errors in the assessment of earn¬ 
ings for both housing benefit and 
council tax benefit claims and 
housing benefit claims where enti¬ 
tlement had been awarded from 
the wrong date. 

There were also housing benefit 
claims where overpayments had 
been classified as due to claimant 
error when in fact they were due 
to an error by the council and 
council tax benefit claims where 
earnings from self-employment 
had been incorrectly assessed. 

Cherwell District Council 
administers a housing benefit and 
council tax benefit bill worth 
around £41.4m. 


Craig Forsyth, a spokesman for 
the district council, said the final 
figure was yet to be confirmed 
and that the council was trying to 
minimise the amount lost. 

But he added it was "looking 
likely" that the council would lose 
some subsidy. 

He put the council's position 
down to one "abnormally large" 
error in deciding the start date of a 
claim, which could have distorted 
the results. 

Ken Atack, the council's cabi¬ 
net member for financial manage¬ 
ment, said: "Accurate processing 
of claims is extremely important 
to Cherwell as we take manage¬ 
ment of public funds very serious-

"We acted quickly on the Audit 
Commission's findings to assess 
whether the assumed value of 
errors is accurate or if the single 
large error has distorted them. 

"I am working closely with 
members of the account, audit 
and risk committee to monitor 
progress and arrange for action to 
ensure this is an isolated issue."

H OW do you expect to 
feel when you're off for 
a night at the theatre? 
Enlightened? Tickled? Squirming 
in your seat and wishing the 
ground would swallow you up? 

That's the response Peppered Wit 
are hoping to elicit with ' AwkwardV 
which launches at the Mill before 
whisking off around the country 
landing at the Edinburgh Fringe. 

"Most Brits I know are good at 
feeling awkward/' laughs the play's 
writer and director Richard Oliver. 

"I know I am!" 

"The play begins as a sort of 
aimless sitcom, a bit of fun, and 
then that's turned on its head. 

"We want the audience feeling 
comfortable and laughing before a 
few shocks push them out of their 
comfort zone. 

"In many ways awkwardness is 
underexplored. The audience 
should feel entertained, but by 
some dark and adult themes they 
didn't expect." 

'Awkward!' centres on Greg and 
Nina who move house helped by 
three mates. A drinking session 
soon loosens everyone's tongues 
and uncorks a shock that pinbalIs 
around the surprising second half. 
But trying to wrangle clues about 
what the twist might be results in 
Richard's poker face. 

"I'm not hinting! I've been very 
protective about the storyline 
because I know people will get 
more out of it. It would be great if it 
was in two acts and then I could 
take a vote on will happen next."

The idea germinated over a few 
drinks when the Peppered Wit team 
were chatting about taking a play to 
Edinburgh. Formed largely out of 
the acting and production talent 
within the Banbury Cake Players, 
they knew they had the human 
resources to create something 
original enough for the Fringe but 
needed some edgy material. 

"I said we should write 
something ourselves and Tara 
[Facey, actor and founding partner 
of PW] said, 'get on to that' and I 
said 'oh sure, I'll direct it as well if 
you like!'. I didn't realise we were 
serious," he says. 

Cue several nocturnal writing 
sessions at home for Richard, often 
joined by one of his five wakeful 
children. But none of them were 
allowed to peek over his shoulder, 
the end material being much too 
risque for young eyes. 

"If I see any kids coming to 
premiere, I'll ask them to leave. No 
children - absolutely not! It is 
bawdy. There's one particular scene 
which could have been sponsored 
by Ann Summers. And Star Wars... 
All I will say is blokes will use 
anything as their light sabre." 

The mind boggles... But Richard 
says the characters he created 
ended up dictating the plot which 
surprised even him. And the 
ambience was set thanks to the 
discovery of a perfect track called 
Matilda by Banbury group Dance 
a la Plage. 


Aside from the Banbury Cake 
Players castings, Steve Procopiou 
was recruited to play the lead Greg, 
a grumpy troubled writer and a 
character who Richard (somewhat 
uncomfortably) admits resembles 
himself. 

Richard, a vocal tutor by day, 
attended St John's and Blessed 
George Napier schools where he 
was "always on stage" and was later 
forced to leave Birmingham School 
of Speech and Drama after his 
student grant was cut. After sending 
in a tape "as a dare", he shone on 
Stars In Their Eyes which led to a 
friendship with Matthew Kelly and 
introduction to Ian Adam, the 
legendary late vocal tutor on such 
films as Sweeney Todd who became 
his teaching mentor. 

Richard has since been on stage 
with stars such as Julia McKenzie, 
Michael Ball and Barry Humphries 
as well as sitting in on rehearsals 
with Stephen Daldry of Billy Elliot 
fame. But it's the players closer to 
home who really inspire Richard. 

"The BCP and the Mill are both 
like family and I'm constantly 
surprised by the talent and kindness 
of everyone who's been involved. 

"The cast have worked hard to 
nail so many of the scenes. They're 
buzzing, and on the opening night 
I'm going to feel very proud, very 
nervous... and a little bit awkward."

DURING a turbulent and 
contentious term in power 
spanning almost 50 years, J 
Edgar Hoover was instrumental 
in the fight against mounting 
crime on the streets of 
America. 

In 1924, he was appointed 
director of the Bureau of 
Investigation, which became the 
FBI, and he threw his weight behind 
the latest developments in forensic 
science. 

Hoover championed the creation 
of a centralised fingerprint database 
that allowed the agency to track 
offenders across states. 

His achievements were 
considerable but his methods were 
heavily criticised, including 
supposed heavy-handed treatment 
of suspects and secret dossiers on 
important figures, such as the 
presidents and their wives, which 
could be used to strengthen his 
position on Capitol Hill. 

As Hoover, played with scenery- 
chewing gusto by Leonardo

mentor's coffin and inherited J 
Edgar's estate. 

They are buried close to each 
other in the Congressional 
Cemetery. 

Screenwriter Dustin Lance Black, 
who won an Academy Award for 
Milk, underpins his history lesson 
with a tender and chaste romance 
between the two men. 

The film opens with Hoover 
(DiCaprio) clinging to power, 
assisted as ever by loyal secretary 
Helen Gandy (Naomi Watts). 

He begins to dictate his memoirs 
to Agent Smith (Ed Westwick) and 
drifts back in time in hazy 
reminiscences to the 1919 
bombings which sent shockwaves 
through Washington DC. 

With Clyde (Armie Hammer) by 
his side, Hoover becomes 


embroiled in the ill-fated search for 
the missing infant son of aviator 
Charles Lindbergh (Josh Lucas) and 
clashes with Robert F Kennedy 
(Jeffrey Donovan). 

Away from the corridors of 
power, Hoover strives tirelessly to 
impress his domineering mother, 
Anna Marie (Dame Judi Dench), 
who instructs him to hold firm 
when others doubt him: "Faith, 
Edgar. Don't wilt like a little flower." 
J Edgar is overlong at 136 minutes 
and the ageing make-up used to 
transform DiCaprio into a liver- 
spotted septuagenarian isn't 
convincing.

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Works Mini looks to repeat rally history made more than 40 years ago 


High hopes for a 
top Monte return 


RALLY fans will be able to celebrate a 
double return this week with Banbury's 
Mini WRC team competing in the Monte 
Carlo Rally, the first round of the 2012 
FIA World Rally Championship. 

Even though the Mini team will be taking part 
in the event for the first time, this is an event 
that the original Mini Cooper S won three times 
in the 1960s, and the rally will be back in the 
WRC for the first time since 2008. 

The Oxfordshire-built cars will be driven by 
Spaniard Dani Sordo and co-driver Carlos del 
Barrio in the Mini John Cooper Works WRC 
number 37, and newcomers to the works team, 
Frenchman Pierre Campana and co-driver 
Sabrina de Castelli, in the number 52 sister car. 

Sordo, a veteran of 91 WRC starts, proved 


how quick he was last year by gaining two podi- 
ums for the Banbury team in Germany and 
France in its testing year. 

Both drivers were in France last week testing 
ahead of the event. They then moved locations 
to where they would be guaranteed snow and 
the drivers completed half a day each. 

Team principal Dave Wilcock said: "It would 
be incredible to go to the Monte Carlo Rally for 
the first time in more than 40 years and repli¬ 
cate the feats of the original Mini Coopers in the 
1960s. 

"However we have to be realistic about this 
event, where tyre choice on some part snow- 
covered stages can be a lottery. 

"Still, much of the route is new for everyone 
and we have proved in 2011 just how competi¬ 
tive the Mini John Cooper Works WRC is."

FED UP SELLERS TURN TO RENTING 


According to Home.co.uk, which uses data from 
virtually every property portal and website in the 
UK, Houses are taking longer to sell than at any 
time for at least six years, spending an average 
of five months on the market. Before the credit 
crunch, average time on the market was two 
months.

designer styling

S ome cars are a delight for 
people who like to fiddle with 
settings. I know because I am 
one of them. On that score 
alone, Citroen's civilised DS4 is a 
driver's dream. 

Strongly sculpted, with a confi¬ 
dent, distinctive stance, the DS4 has 
a real raised road presence, but its 
major feature is its interior, which 
can be individually adjusted to suit 
your taste. 

For such a compact car, the cabin 
exudes a designer label sense of 
quality and attention to detail 
expected on a much larger vehicle. 

You feel instantly connected with 
the car, thanks to a driving position 
that puts you right at the heart of the 
action. 

In front of you is a chunky, racing- 
style, flat-bottomed steering wheel 
sprayed with a dozen buttons and 
four roller switches. There are touch¬ 
es of luxury throughout such as the 
chrome detailing on the air vent sur¬ 
rounds, instrument cluster, gearlever 
and centre console. 

The upmarket test model also 
came with sporty, aluminium-drilled 
pedals, embossed leather door han¬ 
dles and ambient lighting. 

The dashboard blends analogue 
dials with digital displays, and the 
three instrument binnacles glow 


bright blue — or white if that takes 
your fancy — and the speedometer 
needle moves around the central 
binnacle instead of sitting at its cen¬ 
tre. Above you, a panoramic wind¬ 
screen extends high over the heads 
of the driver and front seat passenger 
which is revealed by sliding back 
the front sun visors. 

Front heated seats, finished in 
leather, are large, supportive and 
adjustable for side and lumbar sup¬ 
port, and even come with a massage 
function. 

The cabin is as practical as it is 
good looking, with plenty of storage 
space, from wide door bins to a 
raised centre console, with a cooled 
compartment that holds up to four 
50-cl bottles. 

The DS4, with its chrome-finished 
waistline, dark tinted windows and 
striking daylight running light strips, 
is the second model in the distinc¬ 
tive DS line, and has already been
